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Police swoop in 
drag raid drama 


DRUGS raids have been 
carried out in Red Lodge 
and Burwell as part of a 
swoop involving more 
than 300 police officers. 

Heavyweight metal rams 
were used to break down the 
doors of 18 properties in the 
area at 7am on Tuesday, 
resulting in 19 arrests. 

A property in Laburnum Close in 
Red Lodge and another in The 
Avenue in Burwell were targeted as 
part of the investigation into the 
supply of Class A drugs in 
Cambridgeshire - mainly high- 
purity cocaine. 

Police dogs and firearms officers 
were also used in the raids, which 
formed part of Operation Vanguard. 

Laburnum Close residents have 
spoken of their shock at the raid, 
during which a cannabis-growing 
operation was uncovered. 

Rosemary Davison, 58, who has 
lived there for 13 years and works 
from home for a law firm, said: “It 
has shocked me; it’s quite scary. You 
never think that it would be in your 
area, not in your street.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I heard a 
couple of bangs that could have 
been something, but nothing worth 
noting. 
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“The police did a good job - they 
came in and took care of it without 
disturbing the neighbourhood.” 

A 29-year-old man from Red 
Lodge has been arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to supply 
Class A drugs and cultivation of 
cannabis while a 38-year-old 
Burwell man has been arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to supply 
Class A drugs. 

Raids were also carried out in 
Cambridge, Milton, Fulbourn, 
Cottenham, Waterbeach, Needing- 
worth, Sutton, Huntingdon, St Ives 
and Chelmsford. 

Others have been arrested on 
suspicion of offences including 
conspiracy to supply Class A drugs 
and money laundering. 

Chief Inspector Darren Alderson 
said: “We were executing a large 
number of warrants under the 
Misuse of Drugs Act across 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk in 
relation to an organised crime 
group that are distributing Class A 
drugs across the county. 

“The aim was to disrupt a crime 
gang that is spreading addiction 
and misery across our comm¬ 
unities. What we’re hoping to 
achieve is to stop that and those 



amount of money out of this 
system.” 

He said the “organised criminal 
network” had profited from the 
alleged crimes and police will “most 
certainly be looking to take their 
houses, cars and money off them” 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act.

Middle school sites 
plans are criticised 


OPTIONS put forward by 
Suffolk County Council for 
Newmarket’s middle school 
sites have been criticised as 
“back-of-an-envelope” plans 
by a town councillor. 

A consultation on the future use 
of the St Felix and Scaltback sites 
is taking place until the end of 
tune and the county council has 
put forward four options as a 
basis for discussion. 

The options envisage between 
100 and 300 homes built on the 
land as well as space for 
employment and community use. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, speaking at a 
meeting of Newmarket Town 
Council on Monday, said: “I’m 
very concerned that the options 
put forward by Suffolk County 
Council seem like back-of-an- 
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envelope plans in that there 
doesn’t seem to be any logic 
behind what they are trying to 
do.” 

He added: “I think councillors 
need to look at these plans with 
great scepticism and we need to 
be prepared to fight for what’s 
best for Newmarket, not what’s 
best for Suffolk County Council.” 

But Cllr Lisa Chambers of the 
county council said nothing had 
been decided. She said they are 
seeking people’s views on the 
options and other suggestions for 
the sites, which will be vacant 
after the schools close this 
summer as part of the Schools 
Organisation Review (SOR). 


Cllr Chambers said: “I have 
been very clear all the way 
through the process that this is an 
open consultation and we want to 
hear from the community. 

“We have been through the 
school organisation process, we 
have come out the other side 
having made that decision - this is 
very much about ‘over to the 
community’.” 

She said people had suggested 
to her the sites could be used for a 
mixture of housing and other 
facilities, such as a residential 
home for older people or a hub 
for youngsters. 

Speaking about the prospect of 
turning the entire sites over to 
community use, Cllr Chambers 
said: “I think certainly we need to 
be realistic in terms of the 
financial impact that that would 


have because obviously it’s 
council tax payers’ land at the end 
of the day and we need to make 
sure we have got best value and 
return on a facility.” 

She said they had to be mindful 
a capital receipt was needed to 
support the SOR. 

Any money made from the sale 
of the sites will be reinvested in 
education in Suffolk. 

Eighty-five people have 
attended two consultation 
meetings on the sites and a third 
is taking place tonight at New¬ 
market’s Memorial Hall between 
4pm and 7.30pm. 

Another consultation on draft 
proposals is expected in around 
six to nine months.

Fairstead House sets sights on move 


A NEWMARKET primary school has 
launched a bid to relocate. 

Fairstead House School has applied to 
Forest Heath District Council for 
permission to change the use of part of 
Birkfield Stud in Exning Road. 

The independent school's current site 
in Fordham Road would be sold to pay for 
the move. The house would be preserved 
and one option envisages up to 10 homes 
being built on the site, which is in a con¬ 
servation area. 

Headmaster Gareth Williams said the 
move would bring benefits including on¬ 
site sports facilities and better car 
parking, and it would give Fairstead 
House more scope to expand if the 


opportunity arose. He said the move 
would also reduce the traffic near the 
Rayes Lane horse crossing. 

Mr Williams said: “We are always 
looking to develop our curriculum and 
facilities to provide children with a 
traditional education in a modern world. 
We have exciting plans for the current site 
but the Brickfields site would provide us 
with even more space, particularly playing 
fields and games pitches.” 

Planning permission has been granted 
for improvements to Fairstead House’s 
current home and Mr Williams said the 
school was looking to “cover both bases”. 

Fairstead House is looking to occupy 
about 6.5 acres of the stud site including 


the house and two paddocks. The school 
said minimal alterations would be made 
to the buildings and the 28 boxes for 
horses in the Brickfield site would be 
replaced on adjacent land. 

Governors at the school commissioned 
a study of available sites for Fairstead 
House two years ago which named the 
stud as the most suitable and the plans 
were shared with parents in November. 

Henk Koopmans, chairman of 
governors, said: “The school has come a 
long way since its establishment in 1950 
and despite the current uncertain times 
we are in good shape, with pupil numbers 
and demand for places significantly up on 
last year.”

Shoppers at the St Nicholas Hospice Care 
store on Friday were offered a taste of some of 
the complementary therapies the charity offers 
its patients and their carers. 

Staff from the Hospice Orchard Centre gave 
customers manicures, pedicures and hand 
massages while the shop’s volunteers produced 
the cakes they had rustled up at home. 


The Mill Street shop has replaced the 
charity’s store in Mildenhall’s Market Place, 
which closed in October, to expand into new 
premises. 

Karen Beale, manager of the shop, said 
feedback from the customers had been superb 
and shoppers had shown they were happy to 
walk the extra 25 yards to the new store. 

She said: “The footfall was great and every 
single customer has come in and said ‘wow, 
this is just what we need, the size, structure, 


the fact they have got everything under one 
roof’.” 

She said the shop’s volunteers had worked 
flat-out in preparation for and during the 
opening: “They are such an amazing team 
here and they have put a lot of time and effort 
into getting it right.” 

Clothes, furniture and bric-a-brac are on 
sale in the shop which is open between 9am 
and 4.30pm Monday to Saturday.

MORE than 700 fewer crimes took place 
in Suffolk in 2011/12 than the previous 
year - but the number of robberies 
recorded increased by nine per cent. 

Crime has fallen in the county for the 
sixth year running, according to Suffolk 
Police, who recorded a total of 45,641 
offences between April 1 2011 and March 
31 this year. 

Almost 100 fewer domestic burglaries 
were recorded this year than last as well 
as 56 fewer arsons and 88 fewer vehicle 
crimes. 

Twenty-eight more robberies were 
recorded in Suffolk this year compared to 
2010/11 but 15 more such crimes were 
solved than last year, an increase of 19 
per cent. 

Suffolk Police Authority has made 
tackling robberies a top priority for the 
county’s force in the coming year in 
response to the increase. 

Paul Marshall, assistant chief 
constable of Suffolk Police, said 
robberies “remain an area of concern” 
but said it was pleasing crime had 
decreased in the county for the sixth year 
in a row. 

He said: “Suffolk Constabulary 
continues to face significant challenges 
as we look to make financial savings over 
the coming years. In the last year we 
have made savings of almost £5m while 
retaining a strong visible front-line 
presence in the county.” 

Ioanna Spicer, chairman of the Suffolk 
Police Authority, said: “We are facing very 
challenging times financially and this 
decrease in crime figures across the 
county reflects our endeavours to secure 
an efficient and effective policing service 
for Suffolk and remain one of the lowest- 
cost forces in the country.”

Two Jailed for 
attack on man 
In town centre 


TWO men who launched an 
unprovoked attack on a 
Wednesday morning in the 
middle of Newmarket have been 
jailed. 

Matthew Dance and Gavin Jacobs 
approached their victim in Market 
Square while he was speaking to a 
heavily pregnant friend, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Friday. 

The court heard the victim was 
punched repeatedly and was sprawled 
across the bonnet of a car at one stage 
while the attack continued. He fell to the 
floor where he was kicked and stamped 
on. 

Lori Tucker, prosecuting, said the 
attack only ended when a woman who 
was with her 18-month-old child and 
who knew the three shouted at them 
and Jacobs, 25, and Dance, 22, fled. 

The victim suffered multiple bruises 
and a broken thumb during the assault, 
which took place at 9.30am on June 8, 
and he is believed to have fallen 
unconscious briefly. 

Paramedics were called to the scene 
and he was treated at Addenbrooke’s. 

The court heard the victim was 
alleged to have owed Jacobs money and 
had been involved in a fight with him on 
an earlier occasion.

Jacobs, from Silverly Way in Ashley, 
and Dance, of no fixed address, denied 
any involvement in the attack when 
arrested. 

The pair maintained their innocence 
until the day of their trial in February 
when they pleaded guilty to assault 
causing grievous bodily harm. 

Lindsay Cox, mitigating for Dance, 
said his client had not sought to provide 
excuses for his actions. Mr Cox said: “It 
was shameful conduct that he 
participated in and he does not shy 
away from that.” 

Mr Cox said the attack took place a 
fortnight after Dance had been released 
from prison where he was serving a 
term for robbery and before aggression 
therapy organised by the Probation 
Service had started. 

Paul Spreadborough, appearing for 
Jacobs, said the victim had failed to 
repay his client when required small 
sums of money he had borrowed. He 
said Jacobs accepted he had acted 
wrongly when he saw the man in 
Newmarket. 

Judge John Holt jailed Jacobs for 33 
months and Dance for 30 months.

The Dial-a-Ride 
scheme’s 10 drivers took 
more than 700 passengers 
unable to use public 
transport on more than 
16,000 journeys in the 
2010/2011 financial year. 

Mrs Claydon, from 
Kennett, said: “The best 
thing about it is meeting the 
people and helping them, 
knowing you are their only 
bit of communication 
because if they didn’t have 
this they wouldn’t go out - 
that’s what most of them 
say.” 

Caroline Cowie, manager 
of the Voluntary Network, 
which is based in 
Newmarket’s All Saints 
Road, said: “She has 
contributed a huge amount. 


She always goes beyond 
the call of duty, she is an 
absolute character and the 
passengers really love her. 
She is a pleasure for them 
to be with. She is full of fun, 
she helps make a 
difference to the service. 

“All our drivers make 
such an effort to assist the 
passengers not just on a 
practical level but on a 
personal level as well.” 

She said the service acts 
as a support network for its 
members, helps them 
maintain their 

independence and take part 
in the community.

ACTION to improve 
Newmarket’s train stat¬ 
ion - which has been 
slammed by passengers’ 
groups - could be on the 
cards after a meeting 
today. 

Representatives of pass¬ 
engers’ groups the Mid Anglia 
Rail Passengers Association 
(Marpa) and Railfuture East 
Anglia, councils and Greater 
Anglia, the train operator, 
were due to descend on the 
train station for a site visit. 

Ross Taylor, Marpa’s 
secretary, said: “I think we 
want for the others to 
appreciate what poor 
facilities are there - that’s the 
starting point. Then to start 
talking about possible 
options for funding to see 
what improvements we can 
make to the station. 

“It’s a site visit, a starting 
point, but we hope that 
benefits will come from it.” 

The plan follows a survey 
of the railway station’s 
facilities carried out by the 
passengers’ groups in 
September which called for 
action to improve the 
station. 

The groups want to see a 
ticket machine on the site as 
well as bigger and more 
comfortable shelter able to 
accommodate most of those 
waiting for trains. 

They are also calling for 
improvements to the car 
parking arrangements, which 
they see as inadequate, and

for more useable platform 
space. 

Peter Wakefield, chairman 
of the East Anglian branch of 
Railfuture, said: “For a town 
the size and importance of 
Newmarket nationally, let 
alone regionally and locally, 
it’s a pretty dire station to 
arrive at.” 

He said ownership of the 
problem needed to be taken: 
“It definitely needs some¬ 
body to take the problem on 
and get something sorted so 
we know where we are going 
over the next few years at 
county council, district and 
even town council (levels) 
and the racing industry 
ought to be taking an interest 
as well because their 
customers use the station.” 

Greater Anglia, which is 
responsible for the upkeep of 
the station and not the 
infrastructure, is planning a 
redecoration and deep clean 
of the facility. 

A spokeswoman for the 
operator said: “We are 
grateful for the feedback 
received from the Mid Anglia 
Rail Passengers Association 
and Railfuture following their 
survey and we look forward 
to meeting with them at 
Newmarket with a view to 
discussing their aspirations 
and possible improvements 
to the station.”

The man who makes 
courses for horses... 



N EXT time you’re feeling a 

bit grumpy about having to 
mow the lawn, spare a 
thought for Alan Hatherley 
Alan is estates manager at Newmarket 
Racecourses, and is responsible for keeping 
the place looking fabulous. 

And, given the town is home to the largest 
expanse of tended grassland in the world - a 
hefty chunk of which is taken up by the 
racecourses - that’s quite a job to have on his 
green-fingered hands. 

For Alan and his 18-strong team, the 
build-up to the new season began in the 
new year when the race tracks were 
uncovered from their fleecy winter coats. 

“There’s a lot to do,” admits Alan. “We 
have 28 hectares of racing surface, then we 
have the peripheral areas: the car parks, the 
parade rings, the lawns... and we are 
unique having two racecourses, which 
means two of everything.” 

So how long does it take to cut all that 
grass? 

“You could get pretty much everything cut 
and strimmed in a day, with a team of eight. 
But that’s the ideal -1 don’t think there’s ever 
been a time when that’s been the case, 
because everybody’s busy doing other 
things, fertilising, irrigating.. 

It’s an enormous job, particularly during 
the summer months when the team have to 
cut the grass three times a week. Even on 
race days Alan, who’s 34, doesn’t get a 
breather: every single divot that’s kicked up 
by a horse has to be replaced, “so after each 
race you have to walk the track and knock 
them all back”. 

‘And after every race meeting, every divot 
and every hoof print has to be ‘soiled and 
seeded’: soil with seed pre-mixed in is put 
into each hole. That takes anything from 
three to five days.” 

Crikey. You’d think it would drive you 
mad, but Alan insists he loves it all - even the 
endless mowing. 

Alan, who’s originally from Bishop’s 
Stortford, has been looking after lawns since 
his teens, when he started working on a golf 
course. Life as a groundsman wasn’t for 

■ Alan’s team is made up of 
eight full-time ground staff, 
three full-time gardeners, a 
stable manager and up to six 
casual workers employed 
during the season. 

■ They have two rear-mounted 
‘progressive mowers’ - 15ft 
cutting machines - which are 
pulled on the back of one of 


everybody, though: “On golf courses people 
would work there for three months and hate 
it. But I just could see beyond the initial 
monotony of raking bunkers and emptying 
bins.” 

Alan worked his way up to head 
greenkeeper before moving to the Guards 
Polo Club, followed by Windsor Racecourse. 
But working at Newmarket was always his 
dream, as he’s been coming here since he 
was tiny. 

“I think I was 3 years old when I first came 
racing at Newmarket. My parents and 
grandparents used to bring me, and I loved it 
- the noise, the atmosphere, the excitement 
of it - it was just an overwhelming 
experience when I was so small.” 

Throughout his childhood the family were 
regular visitors: “I can remember going 
round collecting betting tickets with my 
sister, and seeing who had the most by the 
time we went home. 

‘And once I was old enough and could 
drive, I used to come here with mates. But 
I’ve always loved Newmarket, and I’ve 
always had a love of racing, so it was what I 
always wanted to do.” 

Alan’s luck was in: in 2004 he filled the 
vacancy for assistant estates manager, and 


he’s held the top job for the last five years. 

His love of the green stuff may border on 
an obsession, but it clearly pays off: last year 
Alan and his team won the Neil Wyatt 
Racecourse Groundstaff Awards in the Best 
Flat Racecourse category. “That felt good. 
Very good. We won it five years ago as well, 
and we came second two years ago. It’s good 
recognition for all the hard work everybody 
does.” 

So what’s the best thing about his job? 
“Race days. Once everything’s done, the 
place looks amazing and you’ve produced 
the best possible ground for the horses, then 
seeing a good day’s racing is great.” And does 
he have a flutter? “Occasionally,” he smiles. 

Alan lives in Newmarket with his wife and 
children Ella, 4, and Callum, 1. 

“I’ve been through times when I haven’t 
seen them for four days. Sometimes we have 
to water through the night, and if you’ve got 
a three-day meeting it’s home at one o’clock 
in the morning, and back again for six 
o’clock in the morning.” 

But, he insists, he doesn’t mind.

RAZZLE-DAZZLE colour 
may be having its day in 
interiors, but do you really 
want to wear sunglasses to 
avoid the glare whenever 
you enter your home? 

For those secretly yearning for 
calm, peaceful spaces and soothing 
neutral schemes, a little 
monochrome magic could be the 
answer.

“Mirrored finishes were popular 
in the Twenties and these combine 
so well with black. Also, classic art 
deco shapes are all about interes¬ 
ting silhouettes and black depicts 
this perfectly. Use symmetry to 
enhance a feeling of order and 
calm.” 

Black and white, by their forceful 
contrast, tend to lean towards a 
smart, formal atmosphere, so 
consider interesting fabrics with a 
pattern and texture to create a 
more playful effect, advises Simon 
Cavelle, interior designer of fabric 
specialists, JAB Anstoetz.

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Bid to reduce 
bike deaths 

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to cut the number of 
motorcyclists being killed and 
seriously hurt on roads in 
Suffolk. 

Suffolk Police’s casualty 
reduction team will be teaching 
motorcyclists road safety as part 
of Operation Ryde until the end 
of September. 

Eight of the 30 people killed in 
the county last year in traffic 
accidents were motorcyclists 
and another three such deaths 
have already been recorded in 
Suffolk this year. 

As part of their drive to cut the 
number, officers will be 
conducting weekend patrols 
throughout the summer, giving 
guidance and advice to bikers 
and handing out road safety 
leaflets. 

They will also be promoting 
Bike Safe workshops and the 
Suffolk County Council Rider 
schemes as well as the work of 
other organisations such as the 
Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents. 

Sgt Paul Ward, who heads the 
casualty reduction team, said: 
“The intention of the campaign 
is make everyone aware of the 
dangers they could face and 
realise the potential 
consequences of, for example, 
speeding or careless/dangerous 
riding. 

“We have produced a 
thought-provoking DVD which 
highlights a rider’s account of a 
collision he was involved in two 
years ago in Cockfield. John’s 
Story shows the collision as it 
happened; he had a video 
attached to his motorcycle 
recording his journey, fohn 
sustained life-changing injuries 
and a sequence of photos shows 
him in hospital and recovering 
at home in a wheelchair, fohn 
talks about how his life has 
changed since the collision.”

Grant’s another step 
to community centre 


A GRANT of almost £90,000 is 
on the cards for Isleham Parish 
Council to help build the 
village a new community 
centre. 

Officers recommended the sum 
for approval at an East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council 
committee meeting last week. 

The £1.4m building project at 
Isleham recreation ground would 
host two halls, sports changing 
rooms, a cafe and bar area and the 
parish council offices and would 
replace the existing pavilion and 
village hall.

facility by taking out a loan of 
£500,000 and selling land in Beck 
Road in the village. 

Grant applications have been 
submitted to bodies including the 
Football Foundation and Sport 
England. 

Cllr Derrick Beckett, chairman of 
the parish council, said the 
recommendation for approval was 
great news. 

He said: “We feel it will fill a gap. It 
will seat 200 people and there’s a 
dearth of facilities in the area that 
will seat that many people, say, for a 


wedding etc. 

“We feel that there’s a place within 
the area for it to be well-used, 
particularly for the village. It’s quite 
an active village - we have active 
drama groups, we have the PTA who 
have just put on a pantomime, we 
have the gala weekend where in the 
past we have had to hire a marquee, 
so there’s a lot going on and we feel 
that it will provide a facility that will 
be well used.” 

Isleham’s existing facilities, he 
said, are “pretty dire”: “We have a 
pavilion that’s out of date and needs 
massive refurbishment to be 
anywhere. Equally, the village hall 
was built in 1951, I think, and it has 


served the village very well. 

“It’s a tribute to those people who 
built it that it has been successful 
and we want to replace it with a 
more modern building.” 

The 62-year-old said the project 
had been on the go for about four 
years and praised the work of the 
Isleham Community Association, led 
by Philip Aspland, which had 
investigated what the facility needed 
to meet local groups’ requirements 
and to be commercially viable. 

The parish council is waiting for 
grant money before building work 
begins, but it hopes construction will 
start around August and finish the 
following summer.

Limit on tax 
relief ‘could 
hurt hospice’ 


A HOSPICE charity has warned it 
could suffer if Government plans 
to cap tax relief on donations are 
given the go-ahead. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care fears 
philanthropists could be discouraged 
from giving if a limit is imposed on the 
income tax relief donors can claim on 
charitable gifts. 

The charity has added its voice to the 
hundreds of voluntary organisations 
slamming the plans, which would stop 
donors claiming tax relief on giving 
exceeding £50,000 or a quarter of their 
income. 

Kevin Clements, fundraising and 
marketing director at the charity, which 
has a community hospice team nurse for 
the Newmarket area, said fundraising 
was already a challenge and the 
Government’s proposals could make it 
even harder. 

He said: “My biggest concerns 
surround how this might impact our 
already challenging fundraising task. 

“This move may discourage large 
donations, many of which keep trusts 
and grant-making foundations alive. 
These organisations alone currently

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contribute £250,000 to St Nicholas 
Hospice Care each year. 

“I also believe individual major 
donations could become rarer as a result 
of the proposed changes. 

“We need to make it easier for people 
to help us, not harder.” 

The charity has focused on enticing 
bigger donors because of the impact the 
economy has had on people’s wallets. 

Mr Clements said: “We are lucky with 
the support we get from the community 
because it is tough out there at the 
moment. But we have been trying to 
develop income from larger donors and 
these moves could hit us hard.” 

The Government’s plans were put 
together because of concerns some 
wealthy people are exploiting the lack of 
a cap to avoid paying tax. 

While donors do not personally profit 
from the current arrangement, they can 
choose where their money goes. 

Donations exceeding the cap under 
the new system, which is set to kick in 
next April, would be taxed.

The corridors of power 


Sir Antony Jay tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON why updating Jim Hacker 
and Sir Humphrey for the 21 st century 
proved surprisingly easy - and why he 
has no regrets about having Margaret 
Thatcher as his biggest fan 


S TILL one of the classic British 
sitcoms after a 
25-year absence from our 
screens, Yes, Prime Minister returns 
to audiences as a stage play, penned 
by original writers Jonathan Lynn and 
Antony Jay. 

Having won acclaim in the West End, the 
comedy is taking to the road this spring, with 
Cambridge its next stop. 

Updated for the 21st century, with 
BlackBerrys (and a few more women) in 
evidence, Yes, Prime Minister sees premier 
Jim Hacker and Cabinet Secretary Sir 
Humphrey Appleby face a country on the 
brink of financial meltdown. Yet for Jay (Sir 
Antony Jay, in fact, having been created a 
Knight Bachelor in 1988), the humour, the 
dilemmas and the characters - including 
luckless Bernard Wolley, the Private 
Secretary forever caught in the crossfire 
between his two bosses - remain very much 
as they ever were. 

“It was funny, it didn’t seem like a change 
at all,” says Jay. “When we got together to 
start writing it, it had been 23 years since the 
series had ended, but it might as well have 
been two weeks. We just carried straight on. 

“There’s a kind of abiding truth about 
government,” he continues. “There is a very 
funny play called The Government Inspector 
that was written in 1836, and which is just as 
funny today. And we wrote the first series of 
Yes, Minister [in the first three series, Hacker 
was a Cabinet Minister and Sir Humphrey his 
Permanent Secretary; the show only became 
Yes, Prime Minister for the final two runs] 


when Callaghan was Prime Minister, but it 
didn’t get transmitted until Thatcher was in. 
The government was very, very different, but 
it didn’t seem to worry anyone.” 

Does he think David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg will be as encouraging about today’s 
play? 

“I think so - I think they’ve all been to see 
it. But you’ll have to ask them, not me!” 

In the current production, Graham Seed 
(The Archers ) stars as the blundersome Prime 
Minister and Michael Simkins (Mamma Mia! 
and Chicago) as smooth-talking Sir 
Humphrey. They’re iconic roles to step into, 
but the new cast seem to be rising 
successfully to the challenge. 

“It’s interesting because they all see it 
differently but they all seem to be right,” says 
Jay. “They approach it differently but it seems 
convincing. For years the characters were 
only associated with Paul Eddington and 
Nigel Hawthorne and it didn’t seem like they 
could be played by anyone else. But actually 
they can. And of course, we wrote the five 
original scripts without knowing who would 
be cast. So it wasn’t as though they were star 
vehicles, or that we were writing for anyone 
in particular.” 

The transition from screen to stage proved 
similarly smooth: “In a way we were always 
writing for a theatre audience because in the 
television studios there were 300 people. So 
we’ve always written it for audiences and for 
laughs. 

“I think they’ve made a terrible mistake 
with comedy today in not having a studio 
audience for most of it. It’s not just that the 
studio audience encourages laughter at home, 
it affects the way you write and it affects the 
way you act. There’s a quality about a comedy 
with an audience that you don’t get 
otherwise.” 

Perhaps hoping to redress the balance, Yes, 
Prime Minister is scheduled to return to our 
screens this autumn following the success of 
the play, starring David Haig and the majority 
of the original London cast. 

“It’s coming out in the autumn and we’re 
recording this summer,” says Jay. “It’s in six 


parts, but what’s unusual is that it’s an 
adaptation of the stage play - so a single 
story - told over six episodes. So it’s really a 
serial rather than a series.” 

Audiences in Cambridge will get a glimpse 
of what’s to come when Yes, Prime Minister 
visits the Arts Theatre next week. Jay owes 
much of his career to the city, having studied 
here in the 1950s. 

“I was at Magdalene for four years reading 
Classics. I loved it. Almost too much. Funnily 
enough, what I don’t associate Cambridge 
with is the work. I played a lot of bridge and a 
lot of cricket - then I suddenly had to knuckle 
down in my final year to get a good degree,” 
which he did, gaining a first class honours 
degree. 

“I’m an honorary fellow of my college so I 
still go back. Things have changed, and I 
noticed it when my son went down in the late 
70s. But you feel there are certain things that 
are pretty much the same. The people change 
but the system doesn’t.” 

Did he become interested in politics while 
at university? 

“I wasn’t remotely interested in politics as 
a student, but I was interested in writing. I 
wrote for Granta and the Cambridge Review 
and edited the college magazine. 

“I got interested in politics after I’d left and 
gone to work at the BBC, where I worked on 
the Tonight programme. 

“It was probably, looking back, the best 
time to be in the BBC. It was before ITV 
started, and there was a great sort of revival 
of the BBC in the late 50s and it was all 
doing amazingly well. It was a lot of work but 
it really taught you a lot.”

MORE is less \n Avengers 
Assemble, the special effects-laden 
amalgamation of four Marvel 
Comics franchises. 

Bringing together characters from 
Iron Man, Thor, Captain America 
and The Incredible Hulk, Joss 
Whedon’s frenetic romp deftly knits 
together plot strands from the earlier 
films and threads them with tongue- 
in-cheek humour. 

While psychological substance 
may be thin, exhilarating action- 
packed sequences abound, 
choreographed at breakneck pace 
by writer-director Whedon who 
knows how to seamlessly meld live 
action with digital trickery for 
maximum impact. 

Interestingly, he keeps the 
Avengers disjointed for most of the 
film, only bringing everyone together 
in the same location for the 
protracted final showdown to decide 
mankind’s fate - and the likelihood 
of a sequel. 

Thor’s evil brother Loki (Tom 


Hiddleston) plots to exterminate 
mankind by harnessing the power 
of the pulsating Tesseract cube. 
Aided by an army of aliens, he 
steals the artefact from the 
subterranean headquarters of the 
international peacekeeping agency 
S.H.I.E.L.D, and enslaves scientist 
Selvig (Stellan Skarsgard) and ace 
marksman Hawkeye (Jeremy 
Renner) to do his nefarious bidding. 

In response, Nick Fury (Samuel L 
Jackson), director of S.H.I.E.L.D, 
declares war on Loki, uniting the 


inflated egos and rippling muscles 
of Iron Man (Robert Downey Jr), 
The Incredible Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth), Captain 
America (Chris Evans) and Black 
Widow (Scarlett Johansson). 

Avengers Assemble doesn’t quite 
scale the dizzy heights of the original 
Iron Man but for almost two-and-a- 
half hours we’re entertained and 
energised by Whedon’s distinctive 
vision of the Marvel universe.

Mulch mania beats weeds 



DIGGING IN: But certain guidelines are involved in making your 
own garden compost.

M ulching is such a 

useful process and so 
simple. You spread a 
layer of something or other 
on top of your soil, around 
your plants, and it stops the 
weeds coming up and keeps 
the existing moisture in. 

It also reduces soil temperature, 
which will therefore reduce water 
loss, and makes beds and borders 
look somehow tidier, creating a neat 
carpet under which to display your 
plants. 

But there are many mulches from 
which to choose - from organic 
manures and garden compost to bark 
chippings, straw and leaf mould. So 
which one is best? 

Well, from a nutritional point of 
view, you need to go for bio¬ 
degradable mulches, those which 
break down gradually to release 
nutrients into the soil. 

You can’t beat a well-rotted 


farmyard manure, which is rich in 
nutrients, so it’s perfect for hungry 
feeders such as roses and fruit 
bushes. Just make sure that it is well 
rotted because fresh manure releases 
ammonia which will scorch plants 
and may kill them. If you find fresh 
manure at a cheap price, it will need 
stacking for at least six months to rot 
down before use. 

If you don’t want to buy farmyard 
manure, think about making your 


own compost, but be warned that 
you need to follow certain guidelines 
to make rich, effective compost 
which is balanced. Don’t fill a 
compost bin with mainly grass 
clippings or you’ll end up with a 
soggy mess. 

Use a mixture of household waste 
including vegetable peelings, egg 
shells, torn up newspaper and tea 
leaves or coffee grounds, along with 
dead plants, rootballs or used potting 


compost and autumn leaves. Don’t 
add any cooked foods or meats and 
avoid perennial weeds and diseased 
plants, which may leave spores in the 
compost which will do their damage 
when you add it to your borders. 

Another homemade mulch is leaf 
mould, made from autumn leaves 
you rake up, which can then be 
stored in dustbin liners with holes for 
drainage. It will take a year to break 
down but you should end up with a 
dark, sweet-smelling material which 
you can add to your beds and 
borders. 

However, it tends to be shortlived 
and you’ll probably have to mulch 
again next season. 

The best quality leaf mould is 
produced from the leaves of oak, 
beech or hornbeam. Thick leaves 
such as sycamore, walnut, horse 
chestnut and sweet chestnut need to 
be shredded before adding to the 
pile. 

If you’re patient, you can use well- 
rotted leaf mould which is more than 
two years old as seed-sowing 
compost, or mixed equally with sharp 
sand, garden compost and good- 
quality soil as potting compost. 

Other choice mulches include 
garden compost, spent mushroom 
compost, cocoa shells, wood 
chippings, processed conifer bark, 
straw for strawberries and seaweed. 

Bark, a by-product from the 
timber industry, is available in 
various forms and colours. 


Composted bark is better and is 
widely available in garden centres 
and doesn't go soggy in really wet 
weather. 

Wood chips, a cheaper option, 
while effective as a mulch, take 
nitrogen from the soil and may slow 
plant growth, so you may have to add 
a little more nitrogenous fertiliser to 
the soil if you use them. 

‘Spent’ mushroom compost, 
referring to the fact it is the compost 
left over from mushroom farming, is 
also widely available and as it 
contains chalk it is useful on acid 
soils that are low in organic matter, 
where the liming effect of the chalk 
is an added benefit to soil fertility. 

It’s brilliant used in the vegetable 
garden, but should be avoided where 
ericaceous plants such as 
rhododendrons, camellias, azaleas 
and heathers are being grown, as 
these plants need acidic growing 
conditions and are chalk-hating. 

Mushroom compost is also not 
recommended for neutral, alkaline or 
chalky soils, which would be made 
excessively alkaline by the addition 
of further chalk. 

And on the subject of peat, 
without getting into a heated debate 
on the conservation issue - don’t use 
it to mulch the soil because it dries 
out, blows around and doesn’t 
contain many nutrients.

personal best, clocking 
2:45.34. 

Ben Blowes was next 
home, becoming something 
of a media personality by 
finishing alongside another 
marathon addict, the model 
Nell McAndrew, which saw 
him featured on several 
news bulletins. He was also 
hoping to lower his 
personal best but had to 
settle for a creditable 
2:54.35. 

Greg Davis limped away 
from the finish with 
heavily-bandaged feet, 
struggling through the pain 
barrier over the last few 
miles as he narrowly failed 
to break the three-hour 
barrier, finishing in 3:01.49. 

A dislocated shoulder, 


suffered two weeks ago, and 
a hamstring problem which 
developed throughout the 
race, hampered Matthew 
Harvey, who broke the 
Joggers’ marathon record in 
the race last year. This time 
he had to be satisfied with 
3:11.52. 

Ursula White also 
shrugged off severe pain in 
the final few miles, hanging 
on to finish in a personal 
best 3:35.26 while Alex 
Cairns, head lad to Marco 
Botti, started his 40th 
birthday celebrations a day 
late after clocking 3:50.14 
on his marathon debut. 

Susannah Rush felt 
disappointed with her time 
of 3:55.58, the vet40 athlete 
pledging to tailor her 
training differently next 
year, while Alan Shand 
crossed the finish line in 
The Mall in 3:56.28, an 
amazing achievement 


considering he completed 
the Paris Marathon the 
previous week in 3:54.21. 

London was the second 
leg of his long-distance 
challenge, the Jogger next 
tackling the Comrades 
Marathon - the 56 miles 
from Pietermaritzburg to 
Durban. He is running the 
three races in memory of 
his father, Jimmy, and is 
raising funds for Macmillan 
Cancer Support.

Camelot leads strong 
O’Brien raiding party 


AIDAN O’Brien is all set to send a 
powerful team for the Classics at 
Newmarket next week. 

The Ballydoyle trainer reports 
ante-post favourite Camelot, the 
Racing Post Trophy winner, and 
National Stakes scorer Power to be 
on course for the QIPCO 2000 
Guineas on May 5. 

O’Brien also trains Maybe, the 
market leader for the QIPCO 1000 
Guineas, a day later. 

However, the Moyglare Stud Stakes 
winner will not be her trainer’s only 
runner in the fillies’ showpiece - he 
has 10 fillies left in the 1000, 
including Rockfel Stakes winner 
Wading, who is also prominent in 
the betting. 

However, Most Improved, who was 
ruled out of last Thursday’s Novae 
Bloodstock Insurance Craven Stakes 
because he was lame, has not 
recovered and has been taken out of 
the colts’ Classic. 

■ Sir Henry Cecil’s great favourite 
Twice Over came up a head short on 
his reappearance in the Weatherbys 
Earl Of Sefton Stakes at Newmarket. 
A four-time Group One winner and 
still in training at seven, Twice Over 
(6-5 favourite) was involved in a fine 
battle with fohn Gosden’s 
Questioning (10-1) and was perhaps 
a little rusty on his first outing since 
disappointing in last season’s 
Champion Stakes. 

There was a coming-together 
between the pair in the closing 
stages but the stewards did not take 
the race from Questioning and 
Gosden said: “It was a nice run. 

“He was unlucky at Doncaster last 
time and he got chopped up in the 
Cambridgeshire, so he’s not a horse 
whose had a lot of luck so far.” 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing manager 
for Twice Over’s owner Prince Khalid 
Abdullah, said: “He retains his 
enthusiasm and he’ll probably go for 
something like the Brigadier Gerard 
Stakes at Sandown.” 

Richard Hannon's Trumpet Major 
(9-2) came five lengths ahead of his 
stable companion Crius in the 
Novae Bloodstock Insurance Craven 


Stakes and Hannon’s assistant, 
Richard junior, said: “He did it very 
well with a 31b penalty We’ll have to 
take our chance in the Guineas after 
that.” 

Hannon also helped fulie Wood 
celebrate her 100th winner as an 
owner in the £250,000 Tattersalls 
Millions 3-Y-O Trophy through 
Rougemont (10-1). MahmoodAl 
Zarooni’s Mariner’s Cross (6-1) 
proved to be the clear best in the 
Swan At LavenhamWood Ditton 
Stakes, with Roger Varian’s Perfect 
Step (14-1) collecting the Rossdales 


Maiden Fillies' Stakes. 

■ Ektihaam could be aimed at the 
Betfred Dante Stakes at York next 
month after making a successful 
seasonal debut at Newbury 
Trainer Roger Varian is looking at the 
major 10-fiirlong Classic trials for 
the son of Invincible Spirit after he 
powered home by five lengths from 
Wrotham Heath. 

Mandaean is another possible for 
the Dante after Frankie Dettori 
partnered Godolphin’s unbeaten 
colt in a racecourse gallop at 
Newmarket over the Rowley Mile.

A MEETING with world

For seven years the veteran 
had tried to beat the 2hrs

he managed to conquer the

He said he was lifted by

couple of miles but was 
hoping for something like 
the time I got.” 

Tired but ecstatic, he did 
not let the experience get the 
better of him. The following 
morning Holley, assistant to 
trainer David Elsworth, was 
back riding first lot. 

Next home for the Joggers’ 

11-runner party was Robin 
Clifford, who shrugged off 
injuries suffered in a car 
crash to complete the course.
